I In a previous article in this paper 
j some weeks ago, entitled "On the Com- 
munication of Ideas.' I endeavoured to 
portray the net* In this University of 
ours for groups of man — sincere men 
to associate themselves for the pur- 
pose of discussion and communica- 
tion, one to the other of their individ- 
ual opinions. Here men could plunge 
for a while Into deeper waters, an op- 
portunity that the usual intercourse 
seldom permits. 

In this article I should like to touch 
on a somewhat similar subject, name- 
ly, the expression of ideas. By thla 
I mean the deliberate exposure of 
our thought to the public's glassy 
gaze. This may seem audacious to

Criticism need 
never be harmful; it can almost al- 
ways be productive. It only remains 
for a man always to be open-minded, 
ever ready to receive direction or en- 
lightenment. 

"The effect of any writing on the 
mind." said Emerson, "is mathemati- 
cally measurable by its depth of 
thought. When we observe about ua 
the effect that shallowness and preju- 
dice exercise over the popular mind 
we are very apt to quest'on this state 
ment. What the public seem to want 
is not food but froth. Give the crowd 
•eraething that interests them some- pendence. 



thing that amuses them and makes 
them laugb, and you are their hero—' 
their popular god, soon to be deposed 
by someone who pleases tbem more 
than you do. The people know little! 
of Its greatest thlnkera— Carlyle, Era-j 
eraon, Pascal— these are but names! 
Who, on the other hand, has not beenj 
impressed by "Charlie Chaplin" or| 
Billy Sunday"? 

Though on the surface these men, 
seem to wield enormous power to-; 
day, yet In a few generations their 
names will be forgotten. Perhaps 
the men who will stand out pre-em- 
inently from our contemporaries a 
century hence, will be men who to-day 
live in obscurity and contempt, and so 
it has always been that men with the 
ballast of thought have survived their 
times, even though their circle of In- 
fluence may be comparatively limited. 
Thus we see that that which en- 
depth and sincerity of 
thought. If a man possesses this and 
the grit to withstand the inevitable 
rid/cule and opposition he will not fear 
to express himself. Hli deliberate an- 
nouncement will not be due to egotism 
and conceit, as some will imagine, but 
to a natural craving towards that ex- 
pression, that any powerful idea pro- 
duces. To be sure, most men will 
misunderstand him— that is only to be 
expected, but ha will recognize in this 
a duty to declare that which he be- 
lieves to be true, to listen gladly to 
hostile criticism, to appreciate the 
truth from its various aspects, to be 
ready to forsake -'deas which seem no 
longer to be true for those that seem 
truer, and throughout all thought to 
maintain complete freedom and lnde-

If you 
jonce begin to know the birds, they 
jwill have a new friend and protector 
: and the gain will not all be theirs.

When autumn comes, your new- 
found friends gradually disappear 
from their accustomed haunts. You 
will miss them, but others have taken 
their place. The Ohicadees and 
Creepers now search every nook and 
twig aud cranny for the hibernating 
insect or the cluster of insect egxs 
that would otherwise spell disaster or 
damage for your shade and orchard 



Iu winter. A piece of suet or a scrap 
of bucon rind nailed to a tree <will 
keep him working iu your immediate 
neighbourhood, and the winter days 
will seem shorter for his aright 
and cheering presence. He will 
appreciate a shelter if you provide 
one by nailing up a small bird-boa or 
two, and In these he can spend the 
coki winter in safety, 

The birds which leave in the fail 
spend the winter in the United States 
or even south of tbenn. Your Blue- 
bird and your Robin may spend the 
winter in Virginia or in California. 
Therefore both the United States and 
Canada have agreed by treaty to 
protect all migratory insectivorous 
birds, because these birds belong to 
us both. It is illegal throughout 
the whole of the United States and 
Canada to shoot them or harm them 
or rob them of their nests or egg*. 
Everyone must help enforce this 
treaty, and the best beginning is to 
protect the insectivorous birds in your 
own garden, on your own farm, or in 
your woods. If you see persons shoot- 
ing insectivorous birds, report them 
to the nearest game warden, not be- 
cause you want to cause trouble, but 
bocause you believe in protecting the 
birds which work for us. and are our 
common property. 

If you are a sportman, you will be 
glad to know that close seasons of 
uniform length have been arranged eo 
as lo protect the migratory game birds 
and wild-fowl. Spring-shooting of ail 
migratory game birds is forbidden, 
and they can now make in safety the 
uorthward journey to their breeding 
grounds, there to replenish their num- 
bers. A permanent close season for 
a number of species such a* Wood 
Ducks, Eider Ducks, Band-tailed Pi- 
goons, Little Brown, Sandhill and 
Whoopiug Cranes, Swans, Curlew, and 
all- shore-birds oxcept Woodcock, Wil- 
son Snipe. Black-breasted Plover, 
Golden Plover, and Greater and Les- 
ser Yellowlegs is now in force, so 
that these depleted species may in- 
crease in number. As a true sport- 
man, use every influence in yout 
power to assist iu the observation 
and enforcement of the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act. We need our 
insectivorous birds to protect our
